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Appetite of Great Men.-" 

Addisoa said that when he bebclcl a 
fashiobablo table set out in all its ma<^- 
nificenco, be fiuiciod tliat ho saw gouts, 
dropsies, fevors, niul letbargiciH, with 
otber iiminiiierablu disteuipovu lyiiif^ in 
aiiibu(jc;i;lt) iiuioiijj; otlicr dishc^a. It is 
queer that every animal but muiikoops 
to one dish — herbs being the food of 
this species, fish of that, aud flesh of a 
third, wliilo man falln upon every 
thing that comes in iiis way. Accuid- 
iug to history, great men especially 
soem to have been greiit eaters. Cliarles 
v., for instance, was an nnonuous 
eater; he would bo awakened at day- 
light to partake of his fiivorilo diwh t)f 
fowl seethed in milk and dressi/d wiih 
Bugnr aLid si)ices; then lio would ),'o to 
sleep again. At midday ho dined, 
partaking of twenty dill'ereut dishes. 
He took two suppers, one at twilight, 
and another at midnight, after moat 
consuming largo quantities of sweet- 
meats and paF.try, washing the whole 
down with va«t ilraught.s oi beer and 
wine. Ho hastened his death by his 
gluttony, and died before he was sixty 
years of age. Philip II. was inordin- 
ately .fond of Jpastry, and often made 
himseW seriously ill by indulging his 
appetite so as to require the prompt 
aud active services of his physician in 
order to save his life. 

There is no doubt but that the turn- 
pike road to some people's hearts lies 
through their .mouths. Frederick the 
Great was ah illustration of this f.ict. 
True, ho was a soldier, aud could dine 
upon a bit of bread and a cup of cho- 
colate in war time, but yet ho loved 
< good eating:and drinking.aud is known 
to iJave hastened his death by refusing 
to conform to the proper rules of diet. 
Frederick ato every day ton or twelvo 
dishes for hi.s dinner, each and all 
high seasoned. i3ut a few days bo- 
fore his death he ato for his breakfast 
a plate of sw.eetmeats and soui ereum, 
followed by strawberries, cherries and 
cold moat. No wonder that ho died 
of dropsy. Our readeis will natural!)- 
recall iu this connection the parallel 
of tho English king Avho died of eating 
too many lamproys, and also the case 
of King John, who is said to liave died 
of a surfeit of peaclics and new ale. 
Some writers upon digcfition have taid 
that as houses weil stored witli jjrovis- 
ions are likely to be tilled with mice, 
80 the bodies of those that crowd their 
stomachs are full of disease. Others 
go further than this, and declare that 
gluttony is tho .source of all infuniitii s 
and tho fountain of idl diseaBO.s. (ilut- 
tony and drunkenness are alxjut on a 
par", and about equally destructive, 
making boih the body and the pocket 
smart. 

Napoleon was a voracious eater, and 
his gluttony is Kaid to liavo been llio 
causa of bis lo.sing the battle of Leip- 
sio. ilo partook (jf a shoulder uf nuit- 
ton stuffed with omous before coming 
to the field.iliteralJy gorging himself 
so as to be incapable of ciear-miuded 
and vigorous action. He ate very fast, 
tho state dinneis at tho Tuilleries laal- 
ing about half an hour; but Nai)oleon 
was no lover of wine. ."\Iucauley, the 
historian, tolls us how when Peter tho 
Great visited England, the immense 
quantities of meat which ho devoured, 
tho pints of brandy which ho swallow- 
ed, an . I svhich it is said he curefully 
distilled witli his own hands, were tho 
ono to])ic of conversation at court. i!ut 
great aa was Peter in his gluttouy, he 
migbt have found more than his matcti 
in thk Roman Eraperor Maximin, who 
could eat, any day of tho weok, forty 
pounds of meat, and diink bi.x gallons 
of wiiio, that in {•> finy , if wo can be- 
hove the bfj^loiians. Tliove is no doubt 
that iiio Itoman emperors were not 
only gifeat gluttons, but epicurcH a:^ 
■well, and that they racked their bruins 
to invent .aovolties to satisfy tho crav- 
ings of their stouiaciiH. Eliigabalus 
loved to sup upon [leacocka' tongues 
and nightingales, and fed his lions on 
2)hoasants and parrots.

Tho past 
winter having been unosnally mild, the 
Spring freshet waa light and mining op- 
eratioua were well advanced on tho 0th 
inst., to which date wo have letters. A. 
careful and reliable correapondent at Tol 
egraph Creek estimates tlio nnmbor of 
men in the mines at upwards of 12U0. A 
very large amount in gold ought to bo 
token ont of Cassiar during the present 
Bea«on, and there is reason to believe that 
the now diggings will prove pormaucnt. 

THE CANADIAN COMMISSIONER IN 
NEW ZEALAND. 



The Hon. John Young, Canadian Com- 
missioner to the Sydney Exhibition, has 

been peraevoringly seeking to bring tho 
claims of Canada beforo tho people of Now 
Zealand. Ho addressed a mooting of tho 
Otugo Chamber of Commorco on tho 13th 
of March, and in a very public manner 
sot before tho merchants ther.e assembled 
the advantages offered by Canada as a 
market for lu-nber and various descrip- 
tionn of manufacturod goods. Eeferring 
to Mr. Young's addrehs, the Otago Guar- 
dian says: — 

"The projected railway across British 
America, the progress and prospects of 
which Mr. Young detailed, is fraut,'lit 
with the deepest intere.st to these Pacilic 
Colonies. At the terminus of that line 
there will be a second San Francisco, 
while the route acroab tho continent will 
present features that will make it a power- 
ful rival to tho exiatiug transcontinent- 
al railway.

And, somehoiv, 
we inclino to the fancy that with thi'Ui we 
should have k'S.s of the wooden nutmef^'s, 
and railway smaaht-s, and steam explo- 
sions, and muil contract swindles; and in 
any case we thiuk that this railway 
throngh British territory and tho closer 
relations it will bring will be generally 
anticipated with feelings of no ordinary 
interest." 

The Toronto Globe saysthnt tho fact that 
no very small portion of the himber, and 
perhaps some other articles, imported 
into New Zealand from tho Duitcd States 
is probably of Canadian origin is strongly 
dwelt nijon by the paper from which the 
above extract is taken.

Tho boats to McUuma ar- 
rived up the evening before departure, 
having made one round trip.

It would 
b.i opon for traius about tho 10th inst. A 
largiuuuount of goods is at llio bridf-'e 
awaiting shipment and the xiack trains 
have been nearly idle in consequence. 

The news from the mines, especially 
fiom the lower country, is very favoiable, 
and although tho season is a luoiilh ear- 
lier than lust, quite IV number of chiimi* 
are taking out guud pity. 

A new creek has beeu struck this spring 
by Iko Stevens and called by his uamo 
that prospects to pay from $16 to $40 
per day to the hand. Although large re- 
ports about the richness of tho same are 
iu circulation notliiug deliuito has baeu 
licuril fiom there lateiy. Ii, is, however, 
tlio opinion of tho discoverer tliiit it will 
employ profitably for tho soiit^on about 
100 men, Eosolla Crook is paying fairly; 
also Bear Qulch, as well as the McDuiue 
Creok section. 

A great number of Chinese are buying 
mining ground ou Dease, and it has every 
appearance of becoming a Chino.MO camp 
Ihoroaro, it is estimated, nearly 300 
Chiiianion uud 1100 ■whites in Cast-iav — al- 
together 1400 met! in tho country. High 
water oi\ the various creeks is over and 
w;ork on wingdoms, etc.. is commenced. 

Mr. Johnston brought a large amount 
of treasure to Wrangel ; also an express 
and mail for Victoria. Ho completed the 
round trip in 11 days from Wrangel to 
Dease and Thibert.

NEW STRIKES IN THE DELOIRE 
COUNTRY. 



The ateamsuip California arrived at 
Port Townseud Juno 18th direct from 
Alaska, baviug on board all the Govern- 
ment ollioers aud troops, and rem«indcr 
of Stores, arms, ordnance, etc. 
' The post at Sitka was abandoned on the 
14th June. The citizens of that placu 
were very apprehensive of immediate 
trouble with tho Indians. They are left 
without auy protoiition, and no luw of 
any kind, and aro auxioaaly looking for- 
%Yard to tho arrival of a ruveuuo oiittor or 
gunboat. The women aud children are 
ospocidlly excited and alarmed. Meet- 
ings were to be held for tho purpose of 
immediate organiz.ition, and to appoint 
guardsmen nt nights to prevent the In 
dians from entering the town. The com- 
manding ollicer, before departure (iit ro 
quest of the citizens) removed tlii) Indians 
(as usual) outside tho fences and barri- 
cades, and it is the intention to adhere to 
thik rule of keeping them out of tho towu 
at night. „ , 

Tho quartz mines are looking well, and 
the ledge in the Stuart tannel widens as 
they go in. This tunnel is now in 28 
feet, and they have 7 feet of good clear 
quartz. 

.At Port Wrangel there is much depres- 
sion. There ia no one left to aettlo dis- 
putes aud lively times are expected tuis 
winter. The steamer carried off a slave 
girl belonging to one of the Indian chiefs. 
This chief resorted to every means, (.savo 
violence) to detain his projuirty, and only 
oonsoutod to leave tlio shii) when tlio 
planks were drawn in. 

Keports from the Cassiar minos are 
very favorable. Deaso Creek is paying 
hauiiaomoly, MoDamos Oreok looking 
splendidly. Mot the Qrupplor near Alert 
Bay on the 17th June. The California 
bcuugbt down $20,000 in treasure.

A CLrcnicAL TKiAii. — Tho Pivabyfci-y of 
Puget Sound w*ro iu session seven days 
of last week at Seattle, trying Eov. H. P. 
Dunning for unclorioal conduct. Tho 
Seattle Tribune siiyH tho charges wore, 
first, of paying attentions to a lady other 
thiu his wife; and, second, by abusive 
ill-treatment of his wife and willful uo- 
glect of family worship, ko. The court, 
after patiently liatening to the teatimoiiy 
and the arguments of counsel on both 
sides for six days, and after prayerful 
ooneidoration of tlio whole case and curo- 
ful examination of tlio testimony, found 
tho first charge admitted to tho extent ex- 
pressed in tho following paper, which 
was laid before tho Presbytery by tho ac- 
ouied, and adopted, as meeting all tho re- 
quirements of the case, and presenting 
just grounds for staying all i>roceadingB 
under charge first, to wit: 
To the Pveibytery o/ Pujet Sound : 

Dbar BiiKTUitKN:— In regard to the 
charge of paj-ing attentions to a lady other 
than my wifo, now i)reforrcd agiiiii.st mo 
Ijoforo the Presbytery, I beg to statu that 
in»3iBUoh aa the prosecution has disavow- 
ed any intention to attempt to [irovo any 
criminal intent in said atientions or give 
sanction to any reports of actual crimin- 
ality that may be in circulation, I do 
frankly and horrowfully admit tliat I now 
fully realize that I did not exoreiso duo 
c.iutiouH in my nctidns and a j)ropor re- 
gard for tho results of such iudiseretions; 
and no man can regret more than I do 
every act that has had a tandonoy to in- 
jure the cause of Chriat. 

H. P. DUNNINfl. 

The oonrt unanimously found the sec- 
ond charge suslaincd iu part, and adopt- 
oii tho foregoing paper as ezpreasire of 
iiaid tiiidings; 

Tho court unanimously found tho 
charge against tho aocusetl of "ubuHive,

Prince William slieet and Water street 
snecumbed; and part of North King's 
square, Germain. Canterbury, Prinotaa, 
Duke, Leinstfr. Charlotte, Organt, and 
the whole of lower Cavo District; Sydney 
and Carniaitlien straots, portion of Went- 
worth and I'itt sti aet.- ; in fact, the rntiro 
City south of King street, including tho 
wharveK and hhipping. Among the pub- 
lic buildings destroyed are the now Poat- 
ollico, valued at S200,(.00, Custom House, 
"Victoria Hotel, Ac.idemy of Music, Dra- 
matic Lyceum, Royal Hotel, Bank of 
Now Brunswick, Maritime Bunk, Agan- 
cio» of Bunks of Montreal and Nora Sco- 
tia, Savings Bank, Victoria School house, 
Grammar School, Trinity Church, St. 
Andrew's Church, Centenary Church, 
Germain street Methodist Chnrob. City 
Hall, "Water Oommiasionfr's Office, Bank- 
ing lionse of Simon, Jones ife Co., Gtorgo 
Ph(>lp,% and McLelland k Co., Western 
Union Telegra))h Oflice, JJitilt/ Telfjjraph 
newspaper, and ofUees of the Olobe, Free- 
iiuui and Wuidmad newspapers. News- 
room, all tho Insurance ofHees, Ketohel's 
build;;-,g. tho Law OfTicea. Every wbole- 
Eslo and nearly all the retail houees were 
destroyed, The only bank aaved waa the 
Bank of British North America; tho Wes 
torn Uiiion Te!egr»j)h Oflice saved iustrn- 
tnents aud hooks. Several schooners and 
larger vessels were burned. Eafts ladaa 
with goods and household wares readily 
caught tho flames and were consumed 
Tho Serce wind drove the flames to the 
south and east, de.otroying everything 
thry reached to tho water's edge. Five 
men and two iiifaut.s aro known to have 
lost tbnir lives aud many moro are miss- 
ing. Tlio loss is estimated at from ten to 
lifteon milliona and the insurance will not 
exceed six millions. Thousands of peopla 
wander the streets homeleas and iu des- 
pair. The destruction of provisions of 
all kinds points to a famine. Belief must 
come Bjjfiedily or many will poriih from 
want. Few saveil even their clothci. The 
lire is Htill ri'.ging and no hopes aro enter- 
tai.ied of <!Xlinguishing it until it hsi ti- 
hausted itself for want of material to keep 
it alive. The wind has gone down, but 
tho fire is atiti burning fiercely. The Gas 
Works aro destroyed and the city is in 
darkness, Tho lire barned over nearly 
two hundred acres.
